Show and tell didn’t happen 
last Wednesday at the mayor’s 
summit on drugs in Romulus 
City Hall. 

What did happen was that 
more than 50 leaders from the 
community, gathered in a cir¬ 
cle at Romulus City Hall to dis¬ 
cuss the growing epidemic of 
drugs. 

“Nobody here,” according to 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McA¬ 
nally, “could not relate a hor¬ 
ror story about the destruction 
of drugs that touched their 
lives, both professional and 
personal.” 

Top officials from business, 
education and government 
attended th§ three-hour ses¬ 
sion. Representatives from' 
state, county and local social 
service programs were also on 
hand. 

The individuals attending 
plan to make a difference in the 
fight against drug use and 
abuse. They have jointly com¬ 
mitted themselves to mapping 
out a strategy. 

Within the next week McA¬ 
nally will appoint a task force 
comprised of community lead¬ 
ers who will act to reduce and/ 
or solve the “epidemic drug 
situation.” 

At the summit meeting, 
Officer John Smagner pre¬ 
sented the film, “Epidemic - 
Kids, Drugs and Alcohol.” 
“The film was intended,” he 
said, “to provide a base for ev¬ 
erybody at the meeting.” 

Romulus Help Center Direc¬ 
tor Alton Shelly led a discus¬ 
sion after the movie. Individual 
problems and the resources 
available were identified and 
listed on a blackboard, and 
possible action steps against 
drugs were established. 

“Some problems and actions 
discussed were general and 
others more specific. What is 
the drug situation in Romulus? 


We wanted to identify prob¬ 
lems and resources and decide 
what action will be taken from 
here,” explained McAnally.

“We talked about peer press¬ 
ure among young people and 
how parents don’t always know 
what’s going on with their chil¬ 
dren. We addressed the moral¬ 
ity of drugs in the community. 
The strengths and weaknesses 
of the family were addressed. 
Basically, we want to gain con¬ 
trol of an activity few of us 
completely understand. We 
want to coordinate with one 
another in the community. 
When someone needs help, 
they need it now and not in 10 
weeks,” she said. 

The mayor, who raised three 
children of her own added, “All 
too soon they are old enough to 
control their own lives and the 
parent can’t do anything. I 
wouldn’t hesitate to scare kids 
about the dangers of going in 


the street and I don’t think We 
should do anything different 
with drugs. I always hung in 
there fighting and all three are 
decent citizens.” 

Shirley Wilson of the Babes 
program which educates 
young people about alcoholism 
came away from the summit 
“positive.” “Now I know there 
are people here in Romulus 
able to help and I know who to 
go to,” she said. 

Shelley Thomas adminis¬ 
trates a group in Wayne, she 
said, "I’m like the new person 
on the block and this is real 
helpful for me. I know where 
the resources are and how to 
tap them.” 

The movie ended with the 
statement, “It’s not teenagers 
who have a drug problem, it’s 
America.”_ 





Airport is

Downriver communities 
have talked about an east-west 
highway for years and last 
week, the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation will 
officially initiate an east-west 
corridor study. 

According to Marjorie Whitt- 
emore, Downriver Community 
Conference deputy director, 
“The primary study area will 
be bounded by the Detroit Riv¬ 
er on the east, the DCC area 
boundary and 1-94 on the north, 
the county line on the south and 
1-275 on the west. A more li¬ 
mited study will also be done 
west of 1-275 on U.S. 23.”

DCC area. The location of the 
airport and the present econo¬ 
mic development would have a 
definite effect on the location of 
an east-west connector,” he 
said. 

“At this point, the study is not 
making presumptions nor eli¬ 
minating any roads for initial 
consideration. A policy com¬ 
mittee of the chief elected offic¬ 
ers in the Downriver area, rep- 
j'esentatives from Downriver 
Metroplex Alliance and the 
Huron Clinton Parks will estab¬ 
lish the criteria,” said Whitte- 
more. 

The road could be a state 
highway similar to Southfield 
Freeway. “It has not been de¬ 
termined whether the road will 
be five lanes, limited access 
like an expressway or a boule¬ 
vard like Fort Street. It’s likely 
to replace an existing road be¬ 
cause of cost but not definite¬ 
ly,” she said. 

The purpose of the road is to 
generate economic develop¬ 
ment, McKenna said. 

Several more public meet¬ 
ings are expected and within 
the next 10 years, the road 
should be complete, according 
to McKenna. 

Of the 17 communities in the 
DCC, some have already ex¬ 
pressed a preference for where 
or where not to locate the prop¬ 
osed road. 

At the annual meeting of the 
DCC, Board Chairman Heinz 
Prechter, stated in the future 
he hoped to see Northline Road 
connect with the airport and 
eventually U.S. 23, south of Ann 
Arbor. He also proposed a 
bridge connecting the downriv¬ 
er area with Canada. 


“The purpose of the study is 
to recommend a priority corri¬ 
dor for an east-west state road. 
The study will analyze de¬ 
ficiencies in the area and re¬ 
commend a comprehensive 
transportation improvement 
plan. It will look at existing 
transportation needs and the 
potential for new economic de¬ 
velopment,” she added. 

“It makes perfect sense to 
link the community to the east 
with the airport,” said Mayor 
Beverly McAnally. “I have no 
iron-clad feelings about where 
the linkage should occur. It 
could be Northline, Eureka, 
Pennsylvania or Sibley. Should 
it be decided to pass through 
Romulus, the cost to the city 


would be a major concern,” 
she said. - 

About 40 people attended an 
open house about the study at 
DCC headquarters last 
Wednesday. The informal 
meeting included representa¬ 
tives from local communities 
as well as Wayne County, 
Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments, Downriver 
Planning and MDOT. 

“The money seems to be 
available. MDOT has ear¬ 
marked at least $50,000 for the 
project,” said Phil McKenna, 
Romulus planning consultant 
with the Downriver Planning 
group.

Fatally injured 

Man still unidentified 

A pedestrian who was fatally injured 10 days ago still remains 
unidentified in the Wayne County morgue. 

The accident occurred last Monday at 10:20 p.m. when, according 
• to witnesses, a man was walking along Goddard Road about 1/2 mile 
east of Wayne Road and “abruptly walked into the path of an east- 
bound pick-up truck.” 

The driver, Allan Troxell, 32, of Ypsilanti immediately stopped as 
did the driver of the car behind who witnessed the sequence of 
events, according to statements received by police. 

“We thought he was almost identified. He had absolutely no iden¬ 
tification at all,” said Lt. Ken Kraus. 

He is described as a white male about 5 feet 11 inches tall and 185 
pounds with reddish-brown hair of average length and slightly un¬ 
shaven. He was wearing a brown corduroy jacket, white shirt, blue 
jeans, grey high top tennis shoes and a cap with the lettering, “Illi¬ 
nois Siding and Insulation.”

Army nearby on Goddard Road. “Without any identification, I 
would have to come to that conclusion,” he said. 

O’Day slayer 
is sentenced

Darryl Johnson, 17, of Inks¬ 
ter was sentenced to 8-15 years 
in pi'ison, the maximum penal¬ 
ty allowed under Michigan 
guidelines. 

Johnson originally was 
charged with first degree mur¬ 
der in the stabbing death of 
Robert O’Day Jr. of Romulus. 
The slaying occurred outside 
the wrestlers’ locker room at 
Romulus High School on Jan. 
31. A 12-member jury found 
Johnson guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter after an eight- 
day trial which ended Nov. 22. 

Judge Maureen Reilly pro¬ 
nounced the sentence from the 
Wayne County Court room on 
Monday. 

“When the judge read John¬ 
son his constitutional rights for 
an appeal, his sister, Karla 
Johnson shouted a few obsceni¬ 
ties and threw her purse at the 
judge, but missed,” said Detec- 
tive Sgt. Dan Snyder of 
Romulus. 

“The deputies restrained 
and handcuffed her. She was 
found in contempt of coui't and 
sentenced to three days in the 
county jail,” he added. 

During the trial, Johnson’s 
lawyer, Sharon O’Hara-Bruce, 
was also found in contempt of 
court for her constant interrup¬ 
tions and badgering of both wit¬ 
nesses and the judge. Accord¬ 
ing to Reilly, O’Hara-Bruce 
“exhibited grossly unprofes¬ 
sional behavior.” O’Hara- 
Bruce has appealed her 15 day 
jail sentence. 

During the sentencing, Reil¬ 
ly read from a letter she re¬ 
ceived from Robert O’Day Sr., 
about the trial and the lose of 
his only son. O'Day was unable 
to attend the sentencing but sat 
through the entire trial. 


“Basically,” said O’Day 
from his New Mexico home on 
Tuesday, “I told the judge the 
trial had become a circus. All 
that was lacking was a beanie 
with a copter. You couldn’t tell 
who was on trial. That atmos¬ 
phere should not have been 
tolerated. It confused every¬ 
body. I was surprised to hear 
she read the letter in court,” he 
said. 

Many of Johnson’s family 
members attended the sen¬ 
tencing and he cried when the 
sentence was read, according 
to Snyder. “The defense re¬ 
quested probation and asked 
for Johnson to go to Boysville,” 
he added.

“No matter what the verdict 
was, it still wouldn’t bring back 
our son. You don’t feel that 
sense of relief like you might 
think. I don’t know. I have vir¬ 
tually no feeling anymore. It 
does slightly restore my faith 
in the judicial system. At least, 
it’s better to have him locked 
up than walking the streets. 

“This whole year has been a 
nightmare. Everything we 
touched was disastrous. Maybe 
1987 will be better. It has to be,” 
O’Day said.

CHAPTER IV, ARTICLE 1.70 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER IV, ARTICLE 1 OF THE ZONING ORDINANCE 
OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS BY THE AMENDMENT AND ADDITION OF 

CERTAIN PROVISIONS THERETO: 


THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. SHORT TITLE: Amended Zoning Ordinance of the 

City of Romulus. 

Section 2. Chapter IV, Article 1. Sections 23.01, 23.02. 23.03, 

23.04, 23.05, 23.06, 23.07, 23.08, 23.09 and 23.10 are 
hereby repealed and new sections 23.01, 23.02, 
23.03, 23.04, 23.05, 23.06, 23.07, 23.08, and 23.09 are 
adopted as follows: 

ARTICLE XXIII: PLANNED DEVELOPMENT 
AREA REGULATIONS 

Section 23.01. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE: The Planned De¬ 
velopment Area concept is intended to provide a 
degree of flexibility in the regulation of land de¬ 
velopment and the arrangement of uses. Through 
this option, more creative approaches to develop¬ 
ment can be utilized, which take better advantage 
of the special characteristics of the land than would 
be possible through the strict enforcement of the 
Ordinance. The specific objectives of this article 
are to. 

A. Encourage innovation in land use and variety in 
design, layout, and type of structures con¬ 
structed. 

B. Achieve economy and efficiency in the use of 
land, natural resources, energy, and the provi¬ 
sion of public services and utilities. 

C. Encourage the provision of useful open space. 

D. Permit flexibility in the placement, lot area, and 
building type regulations while assuring the ap¬ 
plication of sound site planning standards. 

Section 23.02. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR PLANNED 
DEVELOPMENT AREA (PDA): Tfie Planned De¬ 

velopment Area regulations that follow shall apply 
generally to the initiation and regulation of all 
Planned Development Area projects. Where there 
are conflicts between the PDA regulations herein 
and general zoning, subdivision, or other regula¬ 
tions or requirements, these regulations shall app¬ 
ly in the PDA unless the Council shall find, in the 
particular case and upon recommendation of the 
Planning Commission, that provisions herein do 
not serve public purposes to a degree at least 
equivalent to such general zoning, subdivision, or 
other regulations or requirements. 

A. Encourage innovation inland use and variety in 
design, layout, and type of structures con¬ 
structed. 

B. Achieve economy and efficiency in the use of 
land, natural resources, energy, and the provi¬ 
sion of public services and utilities. 

C. Encourage the provision of useful open space. 

D. Permit flexibility in the placement, lot area, and 
building type regulations while assuring the ap¬ 
plication of sound site planning standards. 

Section 23.02. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR PLANNED 
DEVELOPMENT AREA (PDA): The planned de¬ 
velopment area regulations that follow shall apply 
general to the initiation and regulation of all Plan¬ 
ned Development Area projects. Where there are 
conflicts between the PDA regulations herein and 
general zoning, subdivision, or other regulations or 
requirements, these regulations shall apply in the 
PDA unless the Council shall find, the particular 
case and upon recommendation of the Planning 
Commission, that provisions herein do not serve 
public purposes to a degree at least equivalent to 
such general zoning, subdivision, or other regula¬ 
tions or requirements. 

A. Ownership and Minimum Site Area. 

Any person or persons having a beneficial interest 
or right to obtain a beneficial interest in at least 
seven (7) acres of land in an R-1A, R-1B, RM, 
HRM or RC District may apply for development 
as a PDA under the procedures for and in com¬ 
pliance with the standards of this article. 

B. Permitted Uses. 

All uses permitted in the present zoning district for 
the subject site subject to the regulations of that 
district. 

All uses permitted in the R-1A, R-1B, RM. RC, and 
0-1 and C-l Districts, subject to the conditions of 
the respective districts. Not more than five (5%) 
percent of the total project area may be devoted 
to commercial uses (except in the RC or Com¬ 
mercial Districts). 

C. Density. 

Within the R-1A and R-1B Districts, the overall 
residential density shall not exceed an average 
of five (5) units per acre. The overall maximum 
density permitted in the RM or HRM District 
shall not exceed an average of the density reg¬ 
ulations of that District. 

In computing the overall residential density of the 
PDA, public open space, such as school and part 
sites and public and private road right-of-way 
may be included in computing the area of the 
parcel; non-residential use areas shall be ex¬ 
cluded in computing the parcel area. 

Within any R-1A or R-1B zoned area, no more than 
sixty-five percent (65%) of the total inventory of 
dwelling units shall be attached and no more 
than fifteen percent (15%) of these shall be one 

(1) bedroom or efficiency apartments. Land 
area once used in computing density for one 
project or use area shall not be used again. 

D. Open Space 

At least fifteen percent(15%) of the PDA shall be 
open space exclusive of roads, schools, utility 
easements, and required yards. Such open 
space shall be in parcels not less than three (3) 
acres in size and in configuration and locations 
consistent with sound planning principles. At 
least fifty percent (50%) of the open space re¬ 
quirement shall be dedicated in common use by 
all residents for recreational purposes and shall 
not include land under water. In R-1A, R-1B, RM 
or HRM Districts, twenty-five (25%) of land de¬ 
dicated for recreation must be for active re¬ 
creational uses (e.g., swimming pools, tennis 
courts, community buildings, play equipment) 
with the remainder developed in park-like pas¬ 
sive recreational uses. 

Section 23.03. DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS: 

A. That portion of a PDA district which abuts a 
single family district shall be developed as a 
single family lot and/or open or recreation 
space to a depth of three hundred (300) feet. De¬ 
velopment of this three hundred (300) foot strip 
shall be in complete conformance with the zon- 

- ing requirements of the abutting district. 

B. The PDA must have direct access to and abut a 
major or secondary thoroughfare as defined by 
the Master Plan. 

C. All single family development shall meet the 
area, height, and placement requirements for 
the R-1B District, unless otherwise modified by 
the approved development plan. 

D. All multiple family and attached development 
shall meet the area, height, and placement re¬ 
quirements of the RM or HRM District, unless 
otherwise modified by the approved develop¬ 
ment plan. 

E. All other uses permitted within the applicable 
districts shall be subject to the requirements of 
the respective districts, unless otherwise mod- 
ified by the approved development plan. 


F. Yards, fences, walls or vegetative screening 
shall be provided where needed to protect resi¬ 
dents from undesirable views, lighting, noise, or 
other offsite influences, or to protect residential 
occupants of neighboring areas from similar 
adverse influences within the PDA. In particu¬ 
lar, extensive offstreet parking areas, service 
areas for loading and unloading vehicles other 
than passengers and areas for storage and col¬ 
lection of refuse and garbage shall be screened. 

G. Architectural features of all structures, includ¬ 
ing commercial and other, shall be designed to 
compatibly integrate with the residential char¬ 
acter of the PDA 

H. The site plan shall provide for safe, efficient, con¬ 
venient, and harmonious groupings of structures, 
uses, and facilities; for appropriate relation of 
space in side and outside buildings to intended 
uses and structural features; and for preserva¬ 
tion of desirable natural or historic features and 
minimum disturbance of natural topography. In 
particular, streets, drives, and parking and ser¬ 
vice areas shall provide safe and convenient ac¬ 
cess to dwelling units and general facilities, and 
for service and emergency vehciles. Streets shall 
not be so laid out as to encourage outside traffic 
traverse the development minor streets, no 
occupy more land than is required to provide ac¬ 
cess as indicated, nor create unnecessary frag¬ 
mentation of the development into small blocks. 
In general, block size and the convenience and 
safety of occupants. 

I. The site shall be suitable for development in the 

manner proposed, without hazards to persons or 
property, on or off the tract, from probability of 
flooding, erosion, or other dangers, annoyances, 
or inconveniences. Condition of soil, ground wa 
ter level, drainage, and topography shall all be 
appropriate to both kind and pattern of use in¬ 
tended. 

If appropriate to the form of planned development, 
lands to be included in PDA may be divided by 
streets,right-of-way or easements, waterways, 
or other separation, but shall be so located, 
dimensioned, and arranged as to permit unified 
planning and development and to meet all re¬ 
quirements in connection therewith, as well as 
to provide necessary protection against adverse 
relationships between uses in the PDA and uses 
in surrounding areas. 

Section 23.04. REQUIREMENTS FOR PDA SUBMITTAL: 

Establishment of a PDA shall be considered a zon¬ 
ing ordinance amendment creating a PDA district, 
overlayed over the existing zoning district. If for 
any reason the PDA is not built, the original zoning 
district prevails. Applications for PDA amend¬ 
ments shall be submitted as for other amendments 
to the Zoning Ordinance and the Ordinance amend¬ 
ment procedures shall be followed, except that the 
public hearing requirements of this article shall 
apply. Material submitted with the application or 
on subsequent requests shall include all plans, 
maps, studies and reports that may reasonable be 
required to make the determinations called for in 
the particular case, with sufficient copies for 
necessary referrals and records. In particular, the 
following are required: 

% 

A. A boundary survey by a registered civil engineer 
or land surveyor of the exact acreage being re¬ 
quested for development (Map Scale: 1" = 200’). 

B. A topography map of the entire area at contour 
intervals of at least two (2) feet. This map shall 
indicate all major stands of trees, bodies of water 
and unbuildable area due to soil conditions, wet¬ 
lands and so forth (Map Scale: 1” = 200’). 

C. A preliminary site plan for the entire parcel car¬ 
ried out in such detail as to indicate the functional 
uses being requested, the densities and dwelling 
types being proposed, the traffic circulation plan, 
and sites being reserved for schools and open 
space (Map Scale: 1” = 200’). 

D. Preliminary plans for public water, sanitary 
sewer and water facilities. 

E. A written statement explaining in detail the full 
intent of the sponsor, indicating the type and 
number of dwelling units contemplated, resul- 
tant population, expected number of 
elementary school children, and providing sup¬ 
porting documentation such as, but not limited 
to soil surveys, market studies supporting land 
use request, and the intended scheduling of the 
development showing the feasibility of the prop¬ 
osed plan. 

F. A report identifying all property owners within 
the area of the proposed district and giving evi¬ 
dence of unified control of its entire area. The 
report shall state agreement of all present prop¬ 
erty owners and/or their successors in title: 

(1) To proceed with the proposed development 
according to the regulations in effect when 
the amendment creating the PDA district is 
passed, with such modifications as are set by 
Council in the course of such action, and 

(2) to provide bonds, dedications, guarantees, 
agreements, contracts, and deed restrictions 
acceptable to Council for completion of such 
development according to approved plan; 
and for continuing operation and mainte¬ 
nance of such areas, facilities, and services 
as are not to be provided, operated or main¬ 
tained at general public expense; and such 
dedications, contributions, or guarantees as 
are required for provision of needed public 
facilities and services, and 

(3) To bind further successors in title to any com¬ 
mitments made under (1) or (2) above. 

Section 23.05. PLANNING COMMISSION REVIEW OF PROP¬ 
OSED PDA " 

A. Upon receipt of an application by the City, such 
request shall be referred to the Planning Com¬ 
mission for its review and recommendation. In 
its review, the Planning Commission shall find: 

(1) That all applicable provisions of this article 
and this ordinance have been met. Insofar as 
any provision of this article shall be in con¬ 
flict with the provisions of any other section 
of this ordinance, the provisions of this arti¬ 
cle shall apply to the lands embraced within a 
planned development area. 

(2) That adequate areas have been provided for 
all common areas, utilities, schools, walk¬ 
ways, playgrounds, recreational areas, 
parking areas and other spaces. 

(3) There is or shall be, at the time of develop¬ 
ment, an adequate means of disposing of 
sanitary sewage and of supplying the de¬ 
velopment with water and that the road sys¬ 
tem and storm water drainage system are 
adequate. 

(4) The plan provides for an efficient, aesthetic, 
and desirable use of the open areas and the 
plan is in keeping with the physical character 
of the City and the area surrounding the de- 

velopment. 


B. Upon finding that the conditions outlined above 
(1 through 4) have been satisfactorily met, the 
Planning Commission shall hold a public hear¬ 
ing to hear and consider documents relating to 
the planned development proposal. Notice and 
procedures for public hearings for Planned De¬ 
velopment Areas as required under Public Act 
207 of 1921 as amended shall be followed. 

C. Following said public hearing, the Planning 
Commission will, within a reasonable time, for¬ 
ward their report and recommendation to the 
City Council. 

Section 23.06. APPROVAL OF PROPOSED PDA DISTRICT 

Upon receipt of the report and recommendation 
from the Planning Commission, the City Council 
may approve said application and accompanying 
plan. 

A. If the City Council shall determine to grant the 
application and approve of the PDA district, it 
shall do so by adopting a resolution so stating. 

B. If the application is denied, the City Council shall 
specifically indicate in writing which standards 
and requirements the proposed PDA district 
failed to meet and what actions or alternatives 
are open to the applicant. 

C. Once an area has been included within a Planned 
Development Area and a plan has been 
approved by the City Council, no development 
may take place in such area nor may any use 
thereof be made except in accordance with the 
plan approved or in accordance with City Coun¬ 
cil approved amendment thereto. 

D. Within a period of two (2) years following 
approval by the City Council, final site and en¬ 
gineering plans for ten percent (10%) of the en¬ 
tire area embraced within the area approved for 
development under this section, must be sub¬ 
mitted as hereinafter provided. Submittal of 
plans for an additional ten percent (10%) of the 
entire area must be made prior to the expiration 
of each successive two (2) year period thereaf¬ 
ter. If such plans have not been submitted and 
approved within the two (2) year period, the 
right to develop under the approved plan shall 
terminate unless the time for submitting final 
plans is extended by City Council. 

Section 23.07 SUBMISSION OF FINAL SITE PLAN. 

A. Before any building permits shall be issued for 
buildings and structures within the area of Plan¬ 
ned Development Area, a final plan for an area 
of not less than twenty-five percent (25%) of the 
proposed area shall be submitted to the City for 
review by the Planning Commission and recom¬ 
mendation to the City Council. This submittal 
shall include: 

(1) A detailed site plan, full dimensioned, show¬ 
ing a fully scaled plan view of all buildings, 
all public road right-of-way and private 
streets, densities parking areas, utilities, 
churches, schools, and areas to be set aside 
for the use of the public or by residents within 
the development. 

(2) The proposed topography (contour interval of 
at least 2’) shall be superimposed on all site 
plans (Scale: 1” = 50’). 

(3) Floor plans typical of all residential buildings 
except detached single-family, shall be sub¬ 
mitted and the site plan shall indicate which 
floor plan is tentatively applicable to each 
such building. 

(4) Each final plat or site plan submitted within 
the Planned Development Area shall, either 
individually or in combination with previous¬ 
ly approved project areas, meet the stan¬ 
dards of this section as to density and open 
space requirements. Open space shall be 
computed as a proportionate amount of the 
total open space requirement. 

(5) All of the provisions of Section 4.04 Site Plan 
Review. 

Section 23.08 APPROVAL OF FINAL SITE PLAN 

A. Review and approval of site plans shall comply 
with this ordinance and any other applicable 
ordinances except as modified in the approved 
development plan. Review and approval of 
plate shall comply with Act 288 of the Public 
Acts of 1987, as amended, and the Subdivision 
Control Ordinance of the City in addition to re¬ 
quirements of article. 

B. In reviewing and approving the final plans, the 
following conditions shall be set forth as condi¬ 
tions to be completed prior to issuance of build¬ 
ing permits. 

(1) Approval shall only be granted by the City 
Council after review and recommendation by 
the Planning Commission. 

(2) A dedication of all public roads shall be made 
so as to cause continuity of public access be¬ 
tween the adjacent major thoroughfare and 
ingress and egress to all private development 
within the plan. 

(3) The City Council shall determine: 

(a) That all areas shown upon the site plan for 
entire Planned Development Area are for 
use by the public or the residents have 
been irrevocably committed to such uses 
by dedication, restrictive covenants or in 
some manner satisfactory to the City 
Council. 

(b) That the final plan is in general conformi¬ 
ty with the original plan previously 
approved. 

(c) Provisions satisfactory to the City Council 
have been made to provide for the financ¬ 
ing of any improvements shown on the 
plan for open spaces and common areas 
which are to be provided by the applicant 
and that maintenance of such improve¬ 
ments is assured by a means satisfactory 
to the City Council. 

(d) The cost of installing all streets and the 
necessary utilities has been assured by a 
means satisfactory to the City. 

C. Approval of the site plan shall be effective for a 
period of three (3) years. Failure to complete 
development in that period shall void the site 
plan and the Planned Development Area and the 
subject site shall revert to its underlying zoning 
district. 

D. Final plan approval is an administrative action. 
No public notice or hearing is required in con¬ 
nection approval proceedings on final plans, but 
the Planning Commission or City Council may 
hold such hearings or cause such hearings to be 
held, with such notice as it deems appropriate in 
connection with such actions.

SHORT TITLE: Amended Zoning Ordinance 
Chapter IV, Article 1, Section 11.01 is hereby re¬ 
pealed and a new Section 11.01 is adopted in its 
place. 

STATEMENT OF PURPOSE: The RC Regional 
Center District is intended to promote large scale 
commercial and office developments which can 
take advantage of the potential trade of passen¬ 
gers, visitors and employees at the Metro Airport.

PERMITTED PRINCIPAL USES: 

A. Hotels and Motels.

D. Lounges, theatre and entertainment establish¬ 
ments. 

E. Management and conference centers, conven¬ 
tions facilities, colleges, corporate education and 
training facilities. 

F. High rise multi-family units which meet the re¬ 
quirements of Article IX. 

G. Retail businesses whose principal activities are 
the sale of merchandise. 

H. Personal service establishments performing 
services on the permises - watch and shoe repair 
shops; beauty and barber shops; tailor shops;

The seemingly-endless controversy on the 
Huron Valley/Rouge Valley Sewer System is 
really beginning to stink. 

And it’s beginning to create a costly stench 
as each day passes. 

The phrase "Son of Super Sewer" is not a 
new one. For many of us that phrase was in¬ 
stilled in our childhood vocabularies by the 
mass media along with “mom," “dad and 
“George, the basement is flooded again." 

The facts behind the need for a new sewage 
line are easily understood and without any 
substantial criticism or controversy. Simply 
stated, the communities in western Wayne 
County have outgrown sewage capacity 
levels in the main trunk line which runs down 
Michigan Avenue. That concept is even easier 
to understand when one considers that Canton 
Township residents are being forced to pump 
their excess sewage into parking lots, fields, 
ponds and streams. 

Such an exercise seems reminiscent of the 
days before high technology when modern 
sanitary sewers were unheard of and using 
the household facilities meant a trip to the 
outhouse and a glance through the Sears 
catalog. 

But then even the outhouse method of sew¬ 
age removal called for a disposal method of 
human wastes more humane than dumping 
those substances in parking lots. 

Sixteen communities set out several years 
ago to vanquish the problem of too much 
waste in a limited sewage line. Wayne was 
one of those cities, Westland was too, as was 
Inkster, Romulus, Belleville, Livonia and 
Garden City. And, lest we forget, Canton 
Township. Representatives from each of 
those communities hired engineers, designed 
plans and made public announcements of a 
multi-million dollar sewage line that would be 
located north of the current line to handle ex¬ 
cess sewage from those same 16 growing com¬ 
munities. 

Federal funding was promised for the pro¬ 
ject, initially at 75 percent, but later reduced 
to 55 percent. Each of the member communi¬ 
ties understood that the residents within that 
area would be asked to foot the remaining 45 
percent of the bill, most logically through in¬ 
creases sewage rates on the water bills. 

But have three of those same communities 
lost their memories? Have our neighboring 


representatives in Canton, Northville and 
Plymouth townships just cast their involve¬ 
ment in the initial talks aside as just mere 
formality. 

The announcement last month that Canton 
Township - and Northville and Plymouth 
townships - was considering pulling out of the 
project hurt each of the remaining member 
communities. It hurt bad, in fact, to the tune 
of about $16 million, the money that Canton 
Township was earmarked to contribute to 
building the new line. 

So what gives? Are the 13 other communi¬ 
ties supposed to just idly sit back and wait for 
Canton Township officials to determine 
whether they could save money in the long run 
by becoming involved in another plan? 
Perhaps these same communities ought not to 
be irate with their one-time cohort in the pro¬ 
ject. Perhaps, still, the possible loss of any 
federal funding and a considerable delay - if 
not abandonment of the entire project - 
shouldn’t be of any major concern. 

The entire sewer situation stinks, and it 
stinks bad. The current smell isn’t coming 
from any sewage line. It’s coming from our 
friends to the west of us. The fact remains that 
all 16 of these original communities are still in 
need of the sewage plan which they once prop¬ 
osed. The fact also remains that dumping of 
sewage in parking lots, fields and ponds can¬ 
not be tolerated in a civilized, highly- 
technological suburb of Detroit. 

We urge Canton Township officials to recon¬ 
sider their involvement in the plan. We urge 
them to give their full support of the project 
they, in fact, helped to initiate. We urge them 
to ease the financial burdens and political 
headaches the whole sewer stink has created. 

And, we urge that these reconsiderations be 
acted upon promptly so that the entire area 
may once again operate in harmony with and 
in full cooperation with one another. 

But, then again, Canton Township may 
have a better solution to their problems. 
Maybe constructing $16 million worth of out¬ 
houses up and down Canton Center Road is the 
answer. 

Who knows, maybe all of us in the remain¬ 
ing 13 communities could go along with that 
idea and support you. That’s what we thought 
you would do for us when this group started 
many years ago.

What God didn’t do to our satisfaction, we 
alter through extraordinary means. We fight 
gravity and age by having all parts of our 
anatomy lifted, tucked and tightened. Any¬ 
thing that we conclude was not issued to us at 
birth in the right size or shape we enlarge, 
reduce, or reshape. 

There are numerous other games we play 
to get the “look.” We “dress for success,” tint 
and transplant our hair, paint our faces, tat¬ 
too on eye line, pierce our ears and cap our 
teeth. , 

As a society, we have fallen head over heels 
in love with the way we look, or think we 
should look ... on the outside. 

Some notable character has suggested that 
in this day and age, virtually no one has to look 
ugly, regardless of the equipment they were 
originally issued, unless they so choose. 

According to a recent report by a doctor 
who deals with mental patients, outside 
appearance does indeed have an impact on 
both how we feel about ourselves and how 
others feel about us. 

Psychiatric patients who were allowed and 
encouraged to wear makeup received better 
care, were more responsive to treatment and 
were more readily integrated into the main¬ 
stream of society after therapy. Looking good 
has a great deal to do with feeling good, or so it 
seems. 

What troubles me, however, is the lack of 
attention to the interior ugliness that w'e en¬ 
counter in our daily existence. There seems to 
be little correlation between inside and out¬ 


side beauty, although some people would, I 
am sure, argue the point. 

Some don’t 
have it in either locale. Some have beauty in 
one place and not the other.

I am always amazed to see people who are 
mean and vicious toward others in one arena 
of life by some miracle become a loving pa¬ 
rent, child or friend to others in different cir¬ 
cumstances.

One of his 
many revelations to me was that the body is a 
servomechanism that does the bidding of the 
mind. In other words, our body is only the 
vehicle that takes us where we want to go. We 
can easily go astray when we start thinking of 
“me” as the body. 

Therefore, when the body is injured, or 
altered, good or bad, those events can have an 
unreasonable or untenable impact on the real 
“me.” What would happen to our mental 
health if every time someone scratched our

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: How 

did you become interested in sci¬ 
ence? 

GRIEVE:I attended East St. 
Louis University in Illinios as an 
art major. After two years into the 
program I took an elective biology 
class. When I aced laboratory 
exam, my teacher offered me a 
job at the lab assistant. Her name 
was Nancy Parker, and she was 
strict and set very high standards. 
She told me, ‘You were born to be a 
teacher.’ At the time, I was study¬ 
ing to become an art teacher. 
Whatever it was, I knew teaching | 
was my career. 

Initially, I drew the biology illus¬ 
trations from looking through a 
microscope. I studied more and 
more biology and less and less art. 

I graduated from college with a 
major in biology and a minor in 
chemistry. When I came to Michi¬ 


gan, I received a master’s from 
Eastern Michigan University in 
science education and a degree 
from Wayne State University as 
an education specialist. 

ANPrWhy do you like science? 

GRIEVE: I do enjoy science. It 
appeals to a child’s exploratory 
needs. They can see the patterns 
and relationships present through¬ 
out the universe. Kids are so in¬ 
terested. The rewards are intrin¬ 
sic. They are very appreciative of 
what you do for them. My disci¬ 
pline file almost never gets used. 
When you shut the classroom door, 
you’re in charge. Teaching scien¬ 
ce is a real human relations job. 

I’ve had students who went on to 
receive masters in chemical en¬ 
gineering, geology, medicine and 
DNA research. Not all my kids 
have gone into science, but those 
that have make me feel good. I be¬ 
lieve in investigative opportunity. 
I’m activity-oriented. It’s hard, 
but rewarding. 

Art is like science. There are 
patterns in everything. However, I 
still can’t boil water without think¬ 
ing of the its molecular structure. 
But I can look at a sunset and feel 
totally relaxed. I still draw. 

Teaching is something you get 
hooked on. I’ll do it until I drop 
’ dead with the chalk in my hands.

Glenn avenges loss to Ann Arbor Pioneer, advances to state semis

Yogi Berra probably said it 
best: “It ain’t over ’till it s 
over.’’ 

For the Rockets of Westland 
John Glenn, the adage became 
reality last Saturday afternoon 
at Jackson’s Withington Sta¬ 
dium when the “Kardiac Kids” 
defeated Ann Arbor Pioneer, 
20-13. 

The victory propelled the 
Rockets into next Saturday’s 
semi-final game with Muske¬ 
gon at Flint’s Atwood Stadium 
at 1:30 p.m. 

The victory was also Glenn’s 
10th of the 1986 campaign 
which is a school record for vic¬ 
tories in one season, and prob¬ 
ably one of the most exciting 
and a nail-biting affair. The ac¬ 
tion certainly ranks as one of 
the top three or four games in 
Glenn’s long football history 
that includes a come-from- 
behind 10-7 triumph over Ypsi- 
lanti two weeks ago...the four¬ 
time overtime affair against 
Redford Union, and the 7-0 
overtime victory over North 
Farmington last year. 

“It was a very emotional vic¬ 
tory,” said an elated but very 
emotionally drained Glenn 
head coach. Chuck Gordon. “It 


was an extremely hard fought 
game. I’m really happy for our 
players, our high school, and 
our community. Winning the 
first regional championship 
makes it especially sweet.” 

The excitement began build¬ 
ing for this game as the huge 
contingent of fans began arriv¬ 
ing by the carload (and bus¬ 
load) with Rocket fans. 

For the players, the excite¬ 
ment began building last 
November 8 when Pioneer de¬ 
feated Glenn and knocked the 
Rockets out of the playoffs. 

True, the bulk of that Glenn 
team had graduated and gone 
onto bigger and better things, 
but their heirs were deter¬ 
mined to finish the job that they 
had inherited. 

“It was a factor (revenge) be¬ 
cause they thoroughly embar¬ 
rassed us a year ago,” Gordon 
noted. “We thought we were 
capable of playing better foot¬ 
ball than that. This year we 
wanted them to work for every¬ 
thing they got.” 

Determined was the right 
word as the Rockets went to 
work right away. Tailback Paul 
Beasley, the workhorse of last 
Saturday’s victory over 
Ypsilanti with 40 carries, car¬ 
ried the ball on the first play for 


11 yards and a first down. 

But Pioneers’ defense took 
one look and said nobody runs 
on us like that and shut the 
Rockets down on this drive. 
However, Ann Arbor couldn’t 
get very far, either, as Glenn’s 
defense, held Brian Vooletich 
to only six yards in three car¬ 
ries before Pioneer was forced 
to punt. 


The Rockets took control of 
the ball at their own 32-yard 
line. 

Fullback Ken Jones carried 
the ball for five yards, then 
Beasley for six yards and 
Kevin Wilson for five more. In 
addition, back-to-back face- 
masking penalties got Glenn 
even closer. With 6:07 left in the 
first quarter, quarterback 
Steve Hawley rolled right and 
looked downfield. There he 
found frantically waving 6-6 
tight end, Jeff Graham, in the 
end zone. Graham grabbed the 
pass and Glenn was on the 
scoreboard with their first 


score. For Graham, the touch¬ 
down was his first as a Rocket 
and only second reception of 
the year. The attempt for the 
point-after was wide left and 
Pioneer had been given some 
hope of their own. 

“He (Graham) was the secon¬ 
dary receiver. Hawley did a 
good job in spotting him,” Gor¬ 
don said. 


Glenn got the ball back three 
plays later when linebacker 
Doug Strehl tipped Pioneer sig¬ 
nal caller Lewis Andrews’ pass 
and Ed Hyde caught it at the 
18-yard line. But the Westlan- 
ders couldn’t dent the Pioneer 
defense and Tony Svaluto was 
called upon for a 30-yard field 
goal which sailed left of the up¬ 
rights. 

Glenn’s defense, which had 
held opponents to only 37 points 
all season, stiffened. This time, 
it was junior tackle Chris Schef¬ 
fer who played volleyball with 
Andrews’ passes, swatting 
down two of them. 


However, Pioneers’ defense 
was just as stingy as they gave 
the Rockets the short stuff but 
kept the men in white and red 
contained. Dave Roncoli’s in¬ 
terception early in the second 
half set up an opportunity for 
the Pioneers. 

Lewis Andrews completed a 
seven-yard pass to Cortez 
Paige on Glenn’s 40-yard line, 
then one play later, Vooletich 
rolled off the line of scrimmage 
and raced 40 yards for the 
score. 

But, lo and behold, just when 
Pioneer thought they had the 
chance to take the lead, the 
point-after went wide and the 
score was deadlocked, 6-6. 

Not for long, however. 

Glenn got the ball back in de¬ 
cent field position at the 35- 
yard line. A four-yard pick-up 
by Beasley got the ball to the 39, 
then Hawley found senior re¬ 
ceiver Mike Hammontree on a 
slant across the middle. Ham¬ 
montree caught it in stride, 
ducked three would-be tack- 
lers, and scooted the rest of the 
way to complete the 61-yard 
play. 

“It was a tremendous run,” 
Gordon said. “He broke a cou¬ 
ple tackles, righted himself, 
and went the distance.” 


The try for the two-point con¬ 
version (on the second attempt) 
was no good and Glenn held 
that 12-7 lead as they went to 
their lockerroom. 

“We were all right, but 
Pioneer was coming on. We 
had to turn our play up a notch 
and we did,” Gordon noted. 

The third quarter was played 
with a “cat-and-mouse” motif 
as both Pioneer coach Chuck 
Lori, who had never lost on this 
field until this day, and Gordon 
played it close to the vest, each 
gambling that their own de¬ 
fense would hold together. 

Pioneer held the Rockets on 
five straight series, but on one 
of them they were caught 
roughing the punter. However, 
Glenn was unable to take 
advantage of the opportunity 
as Pioneer’s defense kept them 
in check. 

The Rocket defense was 
equally tough as Scheffer, 
Strehl, and Kurt Kuban stuffed 
the run at every turn. Gary 
Cloud picked off an Andrews 
pass at the Pioneer 29-yard 
line, and Joe Franchak turned 
the sweeps into the middle of 
the line. 

“Pioneer gave us our biggest 
test of the season,” Gordon

Teenage 
spending is 
big business

Though their expenditures may not 
equal the $16,000 cars or $100,000 homes of 
their parents, teenagers shelled out a hef¬ 
ty sum of money from their pocketbooks 
last year to the tune of about $30 billion. 

In addition, those same teenagers 
didn't leave out mom and dad in their 
buying habits, spending more than $35 bil¬ 
lion of their parent's money on groceries 
and gas for the family car. 

Those were the findings from a 1985 sur¬ 
vey conducted by a Chicago-based re¬ 
search institution on teenagers nation¬ 
wide. The group found that the 1,600 
junior and senior high school students 
surveyed poured out most of their funds 
for fast food, soft drinks, shampoo, 
deodorant, toothpaste, clothes, ice 
cream, bubble gum and movie tickets. 

One facet of the study which surprised 
analysts was the fact that 52 percent of 
teenage girls do most or all of the family 
grocery shopping. Of that 52 percent of 
teenage groecry experts, 50 percent have 
mothers who work out of the home full 
time, the researchers said. 

Up and coming among those items that 
teens buy the most, the firm said, are video 
tapes — and lots of them. During 1985, teens 
rented an average of two videotapes per 
month, for a total nationwide rental of 58 
million tapes each month. 

In other spending data, the resear¬ 
chers found: 

• About 80 percent of the teenagers buy 
their own shampoo, deodorant and tooth¬ 
paste: 

• Theater going in dating situations has 
declined, slightly, with the increase in 
teen interest in videotape rental; 

• About 14.6 of female teenagers use 
home computers, 30.1 percent of males 
punch their computer keys at home; 

• Teens listen to more than 20 hours of 
music each week, and about 43 percent of 
all teens watch MTV (Music Television on 
the cable networks) on a weekly basis; 

• More than three million teenagers 
bought portable stereos in 1985 with head¬ 
phones; and 

• All teens on the average spend about 
$80 per month each on videotapes and fast 
food. 

And just how do these teenagers obtain 
their money for their big spending habit^? 
According to another study conducted by 
the U.S. Labor Department, more than 
four million of the young adults hold part- 
time jobs. 

In the typical high school, teen jobs 
tends to be more popular at the lower 
levels. Thus, the survey revealed, about 
40 percent of all high school sophomores 
have part-time jobs, while only 33 percent 
of the senior students hold similar posi¬ 
tions. 


The survey also indicated that the 
majority of the part-time jobs the stu¬ 
dents maintain are in the fast-food indus¬ 
try where they make slightly more than 
minimum wage. 

Surveys are conducted with teens appro- 
ximately every six months. The big¬ 
spending habits and trends revealed in 
those reports are then sold to several 
advertisers and manufacturers of teenage 
products. 


Clothing business caters to trends

While junior and his teenage sister are 
becoming more interested in their per¬ 
sonal clothing, mom and dad are more 
likely to foot the bill for those threads than 
they were a few years ago, according to 
Dale Burns, co-manager at Sagebrush in 
Westland Center. 

Geared to the older teen and individual 
in his or her early 20s, Sagebrush stocks a 
wide selection of the Guess jeans, over¬ 
sized sweaters and Union Bay shirts of 
which most every high school student 
speaks. In and out of the teen fashion busi¬ 
ness for more than two years, Burns said 
he is seeing a definite trend toward more 
clothes-consciousness and formalized 
dressing. 

According to Burns, a pair of the very 
popular Guess jeans with a well-worn look 
and cropped length can be had for a mere 
$39.95. This price, the co-manager said, 
“gives the jeans some exclusiveness. 

If exclusiveness is desired without the 
large price tag, however, consumers are 
offered a few alternatives, Burns said, 
such as the Pepe brand of jeans which sell 


at between $23 and $30. 

In the shirt section of the store. Sageb¬ 
rush buyers can opt for oversized swea¬ 
ters and sweatshirts which come with the 
name of Genesis. Without that name, 
these articles could sell well below $20. 
However, Burns explained, add the name 
and a designer tag on the sleeves and that 
price tag will jump to $26.99. 

But beyond the well-sought designer 
names in teen clothing, Burns has noticed 
a move to more formalized dressing in the 
high school crowd and another trend 
which has mom and dad’s clothing bills 


soaring higher and higher. 

“It seems like the students want to 
dress up more. They are more into what 
they are wearing,” said Burns. “But, 
overall, there is no one popular style. It’s 
strange, but people are wearing whatever 
they feel is comfortable. 

“Who pays for the clothes? On the most 
part. I'm seeing more of the parents 
buying the clothes. I think that the pa¬ 
rents want to help out more,” explained 
Burns. 

Burns said that he likes to observe the 
patterns of dress of his costumers and 
how frequently they return for a new war¬ 
drobe. And unlike the “olden days when 
back to school and Easter were the prim¬ 
ary times to buy new clothes. Burns said 
that “I see some repeat customers in here 
all the time.”

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER IV, ARTICLE 1 OF THE ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF ROMULUS BY THE ADDITION OF CERTAIN PROVISIONS THERETO: 


THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: SHORT TITLE: Amended Zoning Ordinance 

Section 2: Amend Section 2.02 Definitions of the Romulus Zoning 
Ordinance to include the following definition: 

Satellite Television Antenna or Disk: A structure or an 
apparatus capable of receiving communications from a 
transmitter of a transmitter relay located in a planet¬ 
ary orbit. 

Section 3: Chapter IV, Article 1, Section 4.06 is hereby repealed 
and a new Section 4.06 is adopted in its place. 

Section 4.06 ACCESSORY BUILDINGS AND STRUCTURES IN 
RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS. 

In residentially zoned districts, accessory building and 
structures, except as otherwise permitted in this Ordi¬ 
nance shall be subject to the following regulations: 

A. Where the accessory building is structurally 
attached to a main building, it shall be subject to and 
must conform to all regulations of this Ordinance 
applicable to main buildings. Accessory buildings or 
structures shall not be erected in any required front 
or required side yard. 

B. Any accessory building not exceeding one (1) story, 
or fourteen (14) feet in height, may occupy not more 
than twenty-five (25) percent of a required rear yard, 
plus forty (40) percent of any non-required rear yard, 
provided that in no instance shall the accessory 
building exceed the ground floor area of the main 
building. 

C. When an accessory building is located on a corner lot, 
front yard setbacks shall be maintained from each 
street unless there are two corner lots whose rear 
yards abut each other. 

D. No detached accessory building shall be located clos- 
_ er than ten (10) feet to any principal building, nor 


shall it be located closer than three (3) feet to any side 
or rear lot line. 

E. Satellite dish antennas, no greater than twelve (12) 
feet in diameter, and other television and radio 
antennas/receivers, may be permitted as accessory 
structures in any zoning districts, subject to the fol¬ 
lowing provisions: 

1. Such accessory structures shall require a building 
permit prior to erection. The application for a per¬ 
mit shall include construction drawings showing 
proposed method of installation, including details 
on foundations and anchoring. 

2. Any structure covered by this section shall not be 
located in any required front or required side yard 
setback. 

3. Any antenna, satellite dish or similar aerial recep¬ 
tion device may exceed the height limitation of the 
district within which it is located, as per the re¬ 
quirements of Section 4.17, provided that the re¬ 
quirements of the Building Inspector are met with 
respect to the installation and anchoring of the de¬ 
vice to insure public safety. 

4. Any dish antenna or similar device in a residential 
zone shall be located or landscaped to reduce visual 
impact from surrounding properties and from pub¬ 
lic streets. 

Section 4. PENALTY: Any person, firm, association, part¬ 
nership, or corporation violating any of the terms of this 
Ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not more than 
Five Hundred ($500.00) dollars or to imprisonment for 
not to exceed Ninety (90) days or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the Court. 

Section 5. SEVERABILITY : If any provision of this Ordinance is 
_ found by the Court of competent jurisdiction to be in- 


valid or unconstitutional, or if the application of this 
Ordinance to any person or circumstances is found to be 
invalid or unconstitutional, such invalidity or unconsti¬ 
tutionality shall not affect the other provisions or ap¬ 
plications of this Ordinance which can be given effect 
without the invalid or unconstitutional provision or ap¬ 
plication. 

Section 6. REPEALER : All ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to the extent 
necessary to give this ordinance full force and effect. 
Section 7. EFFECTIVE DATE : This Ordinance shall become 
effective immediately upon publication in the official 
newspaper as required by City Charter.

A new culinary rage is sweeping the 
country. Rumor has it that Tapas cooking 
from Mexico is hot, but not quite hot 
enough to be the “rage.” British cuisine? 
Even the likes of Chuck and Di can’t make 
it against this biggie. 

I’m talking about comfort foods. Good 
old-fashioned “mom and pop foods” that 
bring back a remembrance of the days 
prior to computers and when the only 
snowblower around was Uncle Fred with 
a runny nose. 

Comfort food is what your grandma 
might have cooked up when she was at the 
peak of her form. Consisting mainly of 
meat and potatoes, these dishes were nev¬ 
er contrived, with nothing overdone and 
definitely nothing precious or quirky was 
ever used. 

After a statement like that, put away 
the escargot. Tarragon, capers, puff pas¬ 
try, fruited vinegars, extra virgin olive 
oils and such. Bring out the old cast-iron 
cookware, scrub up some all-purpose 
potatoes, make a rich, velvety gravy with 
just a few lumps, and do it all while the big 
chicken is roasting in the oven.

So, if you haven’t guessed by now, 
Nouvelle Cuisine has faded as fast as 
Haley’s Comet. The heatwave of Thai and 
Sechuan cooking has cooled down to a 
sporadic throb. Set aside the Cuisinart 
and invite the family back to the table 
again, for some good old-fashioned com¬ 
fort food. 

By the way, if you’re waiting to get 
mama’s secret “slider” recipe, don’t hold 
your breath. After begging her for the 
written version, she advised me that 
there was no such thing. “Just a little 
flour, egg and water dropped into some 
broth sweetie.”

_ BEAR STEAK _ 

2 pounds sirloin steak 
1 can beer 

1 medium onion, chopped

Teacher and cook 
balances her meals

Calories, calories, calories! 
Does anyone ever get tired of 
hearing about them? Not the 
seniors at the Dyer Senior Cen¬ 
ter in Westland, according to 
Jackie Lewis, head cook. “Ev¬ 
erybody’s always talking about 
calories,” she said. 

Lewis talked about the cook¬ 
ing class she teaches every 
Tuesday at 10 a.m. to seniors at 
the center. She bubbles with ex¬ 
citement when she mentions 
the thoughtful and helpful peo¬ 
ple who participate. “They’re 
fun to work with,” she said. 

Of the 1,000 members at the 
center, the majority are 
women, “a lot are couples” and 
there’s a few single men, she 
noted. As many as 15 will join 
her cooking class. 

“We work on two or three re¬ 
cipes during the two-hour class. 
We emphasize well-balanced 
meals and try to eliminate 
cholesterol by using a vegetable 
oil and reduce by half the 
amount of salt and sugar 
whenever possible. Afterward, 
we eat whatever we have 
cooked. 

“We emphasize the need for 
one hot meal a day. Many older 
people live alone, and they have 
a tendency to skimp on nutri¬ 
tion simply because they won’t 
cook. Seniors have to take the 
time to prepare a well- 
balanced meal. We look for 
quick, easy and nutritious re¬ 
cipes,” she stated.

Canton golf spot has promise, school is sure hit 


Whew! What a busy month! 
I was dragged from Canton 
to Westland to Brighton, all in 
search of great food. Guess 
\yhat? I found it! So rather than 
ke three separate weeks to 
'ell you about my finds, here's 
he lowdown you’ll want to 
now, all in one! 

Excuse me while I check my 
'/notes here. It’s kind of hard 
keeping everything straight 
writing with crayon on small 
bar napkins. Thank heavens 
I'm learning sorting in nursery 
school. 

First off, let's start with a 
great little find in the far south¬ 
ern corner of Canton. Fellows 
Creek Golf Club and Res¬ 
taurant. It is located on Lotz 
Road, just about one half mile 
north of Michigan Avenue. The 
restaurant is in this cavernous 
building that houses the golf 
club, pro shop and executive 
offices. We visited the res¬ 
taurant on three separate occa¬ 
sions and, right off the bat, I 
must admit, golf clubs must 
have the friendliest waitresses 
on earth. 

After visiting Fellows Creek, 
our waitress went out of her 
way to show me and baby Jeffy 
the geese who were traipsing 
around the still-unlandscaped 
grounds. Oh, oh, can’t help but 
backtrack here a minute and 
enter a plea to the powers that 
be with hopes that Lotz Road is 
at least plowed to fill all those 
disastrous chuckholes. 

We visited the restaurant on 
a rainy day, and daddy started 
off with an Alka Seltzer and a 
rear tire blowout after “boing- 
ing” and bouncing our way 
down Lotz to the restaurant. 
We also hope that a larger, 
more prominent sign has been 
erected as we went past the 
place on the first visit. 

The ambiance of the dining 
room is lacking somewhat be¬ 
cause of the huge size and lack 
of spatial definition. Done in 
hunter green and grey, this 
wasn’t the place to let me and 
Jeffy (now 10 months old) loose 
with crackers and soup, 
although our great waitress re¬ 
minded us that “it’s okay, 
they’re just kids.’’ The soup du 
jour (pototo-leek) was tasty but 
a bit too thick and starchy. The 
chili was outstanding, really 
meaty and very rich. The tos¬ 
sed salad was typical and 
served with noticably-bottled 
dressings. The club specials 
change daily, but we sampled 
the herbal chicken and found it 
to be moist, tasty and served 
with a delectable tarragon 
sauce that was out of this 
world. The Fellows burger was 
tasty, but it would be better 
served on a better bun. The 
homemade batter dipped onion 
rings were right from heaven 
itself. One evening at dinner, 
the shrimp and scallop pasta 
were way overcooked and 
underladened with shrimp, 
especially at $12.95. The Sun¬ 
day brunch is good, and the re¬ 
laxing view of the golf course is 
great. But I hope they change 
the menu and add something 
worth the $7.95 they charge. 

This place shows real prom¬ 
ise, especially after the minor 
bugs are worked out. Chef Ran¬ 
dy is doing a great job feeling 
his roots and eventually this 
place will take off. 

The second restaurant you 
should visit is the Marquette 
Room at the William Ford 
Vocational Tech Center on 
Marquette right next door to 
John Glen High School. Joan 
L Dyer, staff reporter for ANP, 
tipped me on to this little gold 
mine being run by the culinary 
arts students at the “voc” cen¬ 
ter. We visited for lunch and 
came away with our bellies full 
and pocketbooks only barely 
lightened. On a recent after¬ 
noon, a cream of broccoli soup 
that was definitely made from 
a roux started our lunch. Then, 
an appetizer of homemade 
flour tortillas filled with 
cheeses was served with a 
lightly seasoned guacomole 
and mild salsa. The chicken 
croissant was a delightful sur¬ 
prise. Expecting cold chicken 
salad in a microwaved- 
rubbery croissant, I was ex¬ 
cited to find a tender, flaky

croissant filled with a whole 
chicken breast and topped with 
a mild cheese and fresh 
sauteed mushrooms. At $2.50 it 
was a steal. I was all over the 
table sampling my editor’s 
chef’s salad (made with home¬ 
made salad dressings! - some¬ 
thing you don’t see too much 
of!) and Joan Dyer’s pan-fried 
catfish that Paul Prudhomme 
would have been proud to 
serve. 

Now fish is a pretty difficult 
item to get right, let alone in a 
school-setting, but this was ten¬ 
der, flaky and perfectly done. 
Again a steal at $2.75. 

The taco salad ordered by 
Bob was served in a homemade 
crispy taco shell and. for a uni¬ 
que presentation, was served 
on a bed of refried beans. The 
desserts were decedant. We 
sampled the Black-Forest 
Torte and strawberry cheese¬ 
cake with five forks. 

Everyone agreed they were 
outstanding. This isn’t the 
greatest place to bring little 
kids because most of the clien¬ 
tele were teachers and Wayne- 
Westland personnel who enjoy 
a relaxed, inexpensive, cozy 
and tasty lunch. But, trust me, 
you won’t be disappointed and 
neither will your pocketbook. 
This place is a definite must. 
Lunch is served Tuesday 
through Friday from 11 to 
12:45. 


Dinner from 5 to 7:30. Menu 
changes every other week, and 
I can’t wait to try out the up¬ 
coming Friday seafood buffet. 
Don’t miss it!

Some sup¬ 
port may be apparent in secon¬ 
dary issues, but that support 
will not prevent a sell-off by the 
end of the session, 
r TRENDS: When all is said 
and done concerning what 
actually happened in the Ira¬ 
nian "guns-for-hostages” deal, 
I believe, that this was actually 
an operation to give arms to the 
"moderate” faction in Iran to 
overthrow the Ayatullah 
Khomeini government. And in 
having this operational cover 
blown, we were caught with our 
"helicopters in the dessert.”

I 
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Van Born Road speed limit to be lowered

Motorists traveling along 
Van Born Road in Wayne had 
better start slowing down in the 
coming months, since a new 45 
mph speed limit has been prop¬ 
osed. 


Members of the Wayne City 
Council approved a recom¬ 
mendation from Director of 
Public Safety Ray LeCornu at a 
special city council meeting 
Monday night to lower the 
speed limit from the current 50 
mph rate. Council members 
had in August asked the city 


administration to evaluate 
traffic problems along the road 
and consider the lower speed 
limit. 

During a five-year period, 
183 accidents have been re¬ 
ported on the roadway between 
Merriman and Hannan Road. 


One of those incidents was fat¬ 
al, LeCornu Said, while 14 in¬ 
volved drivers operating their 
vehicles while under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol. 

The records cited were valid 
only for the city of Wayne, the 
police chief explained, since 


adjacent city, Romulus, did not 
keep consistent traffic records 
during the time frame under 
study. 

Although he said that under 
county calculations, the 50 mph 
limit is adequate, LeCornu said 
that he would attempt to con¬ 
vince the Wayne County Traf¬ 


fic Division and the Michigan 
State Police Traffic Services 
that the reduction in the speed 
limit proposed locally is proper, 
based on accident experience. 

The current limit was set in 
1951 by the county and re¬ 
evaluated in 1963, LeCornu ex¬ 
plained.
